PROCLAMATIONS. 

May 25, 1916.—Appointing Friday, the thirtieth day of June, 
1916, as a holiday in all schools throughout the Province of Saskatche¬ 
wan, to be observed for the purpose of studying educational problems. 

August 14, 1916.—Proclaiming that on the first day of October, 

1916, The Sale of Shares-Act, being chapter 15 of the Statutes of 
Saskatchewan, 1916, shall become and be in force. 

August 15, 1916.—Erection of the Village of Gravelbourg into a 
Town Municipality. 

August 17, 1916.—Amending Proclamation of November 5, 1914, 
which declared that portion of the province lying north of the fifty-fifth 
township to be prohibition territory, by inserting immediately after 
clause 7 thereof, additional clauses numbered “7a.” and “7b”.

Shaunavon, Wilkie, Humboldt, Maple Creek, Melville, Estevan and 
Yorkton. 

November 25, 1916.—Appointing the Honourable Thomas Horace 
McGuire, Doctor of Laws, and Joseph Henry Parker, Esquire, Master 
in Chambers, to make inquires concerning Public Matters. 

January 6, 1917.—Convening the Legislative Assembly of Saskat¬ 
chewan at Regina, on Thursday, the twenty-fifth day of January, 1917, 
for despatch of business. 

February 5, 1917.—Alteration of the boundaries of the Judicial 
District of Humboldt and the Judicial District of Prince Albert.

April 20, 1917.—Erection of the Village of Prussia into a Town

April 28, 1917.—Repealing, on from and after the first day of May, 

1917, section 6 of The Stock Inspection Act dealing with the inspection 
of stock, in all parts of Saskatchewan except the areas specifically 
excepted by an Order made in Council on the twenty-fifth day of April.
